Jan Jtr.srn. a Finnish clerk In a Rus- 


sian bank, rays that Finland wants 
Finnish tchoolhonses—with Flnlan-I'i 
flag floating above them—filled with 
Finnish children learning their own 
language. literature end history. The 
Finnish people want the rljrht to pur- 
sue their own way unmolested. They 
are ready to bt-Ileve that the war cot 
only will give them the richt. but that, 
through the Russian revolution. It has 
already done so. Full fret-doni from 
Husslan rule Is not expected; bat self- 
government In all affairs that solely 
concern Finland Is part of the people's 
demand. They wish to manage their 
business affairs, to continue the devel- 
opment of thflr country, their road 
and harbor building, for the benefit of 
themselves. Above all. they want their 
nationality preserved. Finland's com- 
plaint agaVist Kussla, now happily 
dissolving, was only a doien years old. 
said Mr. Janscn. It dated from that

1003, sought to upset all the benefits 
{ranted Finland. Since that time. Jan- 
fcn declared.

The Stockholm 
Dagblad fays: "It was sympathy for 
Germany as well as provisions for 
Sweden that went down with the 
ships."
